The 
woman whose height is a few 
inches over five feet also finds this 
true, for a few extra pounds are 
sure to make themselves known. 

Now there are numbers of women 
who simply take matters in hand 
and reduce these extra pounds in 
the most sensible way possible, 
which is by diet. 

No longer can any woman “get 
by” with the statement that she 
simply cannot reduce. Everyone 
knows that the amount and kind 
of food we eat goes directly into 
making flesh and bone. The sen- 
sible way, then, ts to reduce our 
diet, avoiding the most fattening 
foods, and, if we keep up these 
dieting measures, we are sure to 
lose some of our extra flesh. 

Now, if you start to lose your 
flesh as soon as you find that you 
are gaining more than your aver- 
age amount, so much the better. 
However, !f you have let yourself 
gain far too much, you can reduce 
just as surely, if you will but de- 


you walk at least one hour a day. 

The most common foods which 
produce fat are bread, butter and 
potatoes. If you are really in 
earnest about losing your extra 
weight, I advise that you eliminate 
these three. However, you may eat 
whole wheat bread for breakfast. 
The 100 per cent whole wheat is 
the least fattening, and two thin 
slices of this, toasted, will amount 
to no flesh at all. 

Peas and all beans except string 
beans are also fattening. Avoid

and all gravies. 

Drink plenty of water between 
meals, and when you take your 
hour’s walk, walk briskly and 
breathe deeply. Go at it in earn- 
est, and do not idle along, but 
walk with a purpose.
